Sixce the ever-memorable days of April last,
there has no news reached our city that has
oc aslonod so proiound a sensation as the Intal-
lligence published i Mug Evexmve Tene-
GRAYH of yestorday, that the President of the
United States had seen it to exercise his Con-
stitutional prerogative, and return without his
gignature the “Freedmen’s Bureau Bill”
The news of this action of Mr. Jouwson,
coupled with a revocation of the order sup-
pressing the Richmond Erzaminer, has natu-
rally caused the intensest exertement in poli-
tlenl circ'es, which has spread itself far be-
yond the officlal rings which jusually take
interest in Congressional proceedings, Al-
though rumors bave been afloat for over a
week that that was che Intentlon of the Exe.
cutive, yet, as they cams princlpally throagh
Demoerutic  channels, the Union party
doubted that they were the authorized utter-
ances of the President. Mr. JoHNSON
bas signified his opposition to the bill in
every lorm. A more emphatic veto has never
been sent to the National Congress, The
arguments advanced by bim are of tho
greatest mognitude. - Yhe ecnuses which
led to the adoption™ of the bill are of
equally vital fmporiance. When, therefora
the great brauches of our Government entar
intoa conflicy of opinion m regard to an im-
portant put lic measure, it 1l becomes tha jour-
nalists of our land to declde on the merits of the
case without eareful deliberation. It s,
therefore, not our iutention in the present
article to advocate or oppose the measure.
but merely to condense the reasons givea by
his Excellency in his message, whizh, how-

ever the reader may differ in regard to its |

soundness of sentiment, all must admitto be a
powerlully Swritten State paper.

Let us give in a fow word: the arguments
of Mr. Jonxson, without urging any of the
replies which could be made by the advocates
of the bill, Let us,in fact, filter the duen-
ment and give the gist of the whole in half-a-
dozen paragraphs.

He is opposed to it because it is unneces-
sary, as the Buresu created by the act of
March, 1865, has not yet ceased to exist,

1t creates a milwary jurisdiccon over a |

large portion of the United States, and gives
authority to step between the freedman and
his employer and regulate his contract, when
it is possible that the ugent is ignorant ol the
necessities or justice of the case,

It makes 1t proper for n cliizen to be ar-

rested for injur'ng a black, to he tried befera |
a courlmartial, convicted, and seatenced, |

thus violating that provision ot the Constitu-
tion which prescribes that “in all eriminal
proceedings the accused shall enjov the right
to a speedy and public trial by an Imparkial
jury of the State or districe wherein the crime
shall bave been committed.”

It entrusts to the President too much
power for any one man to exercise in a re-
public, and enubles im to wield 1mmense

patronage for sinister and Iwproper political |

purposes,

It provides for giving homesteads to blacks,
aud educating them, when Congress has never
furnisbed ¢ precedent for any such action,
«ven m the cuse of orphans of soldiers.

It would make the support of a vast number
of indigent peaple by the United States a per-
manent department ol the Government.

It would make mill ary rule in the South-
ern States a permanent policy of the Uniled
States,

It would create dissatisfaction in the South-
ern States, and tend to cause rebellion on the
puart of the whites.

It seizes on property without due process
of law,

It is unjust to the States most affected, be.
canse it was passed when they were not re-
presented, and hence is an imposition on them

by legislation in which they wore allowed to |

take no part.

And lastly, it is unnecesanry, because, “with
the Federal courts restored and those of the
geveral States in the [ull exercise of their
functions the rights and interess of all classes
of the people will, with the aid of the military
in cases of reslstance to the law, be essentially
protected ageinst unconstitutional infringe-
ment and violation.” Such 12 & condensed
statement oi the arguments advanced by Mr,
JOHNBOK,

single-thread, “twisted loop stnoh™ olazs), by
this single-hanaed contest, to decide the relatve
merits of these bwo vlasdsos of Bewing Machines,

The competitors beiog allowed to choose the
Judges, each parcty selected one, nnd tacse two
selected ntlnrd—all of them practical mashinists,
and rwo of thom sewing maohine ~porls; who,
being approved by the officers of the Palr, wars
sppointed Judges, oz will be seen by the Oficial
Certiticats helow.

Betore entering upon the trial, ths follo #ing
programme for conducting it wai mutually
agrecd upon between the contuestants, and
adopted by the judges:—Each party wos to pre-
pare and submit to the fodges a liel ot the
several poinfs of merd on acconnt of which
superiority was claimed. These poinds were te
be separately considersd, thorounshly investi-
gated, and practically tested, by work dooe thea
and there, upon ench of the mochlnes; and then
decided in twvor of the muchine which was
uwdjudged to excel on that “point.”

It was also agreed thar esch party should ba
at liberty to expose defecis in the compoting
machine, and have the rigot to call lor fesls to
prove the same.

Finally, it was agreed (hat the machine which,
it the conclusion of the-trial, should be found to
bave the greatest number ol those “polota™ de-
cided in its favor, should be declared the *Basr
Bewing Macumng,” and awarded the “Fiasr
PrEvIDM."

The Agents of the Willcox & Gibbs Machine
were nasisted by Mr, Dattoy, one of the Com-
pany's General Agents, as Manager at the trial;

£0 far as some of 118 ‘eatures were coneeined,

At the Albany and Hensselaer Counties’ Unlon
Fulr, 1 served on s Committee to adjadge the
merits of Sewing Machines—the contest belng
between the Willcox & (Jibba and Florence ma-
chines, T was selected by my friend, the ageat
ol the Florence Compauy, to assist in condutt-
tng the trisl o1 their maoking, which, rogardiess
of wy sympiathies with it, 1 endeavored to do in
an impartial manner. The trinl resulting greatly
fn taver of the Willcox & Gibbs Muchine, 1t was
awarded the irst Prewium. I tunk a similar
deciston could Lot fall to be made 1u the minds
of practical men on any thorough trinl of the
ahove machineg, B, D, Trokes.

REMARKS,

This remarkable triul can not fml, through
the facts developed by it, to be productive of
important resulta, It has the vell aud
exposed to public view the true charaoter of the
opposition, who will no longer be able to de-
